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FOOTBALL COACH RECEIVES OFFICIAL REPRIMAND FOR HIS ACTION AFTER THE GAME 


Luverne High School fined $500 and placed on one year probation

The Alabama High School Ath- 
letic Association announced this 
week that Luverne High School 
had been fined and placed on one 
year probation for an incident in- 
volving the attack on a game of- 
ficial during its Oct.20, football 
game against Elba High School. 

In addition to the fine and pro- 
bation placed on the school, a Lu- 
verne football player was sus- 
pended from participating in any 
interscholastic sports activities for 
the remainder of the 1995-96 
school year, and a Luverne coach 
was reprimanded for his actions af- 
ter the game. 

In a statement released this week 
by Alan Mitchell, an official with 
the Alabama High School Athletic 
Association, Luverne High School 
has been fined $500 and placed on 
probation for one year for “flagrant 
unsportsmanlike conduct”  dis- 
played by a Luverne High School 
football player and coach during its 
game against Elba High School. 

Tyrell Jones, a member of the 
Luverme football team, attacked a 


game official while on the field of 
play, prompting a physical con- 
frontation with the game official. 

The student has been suspended 
for the remainder of the school year 
from participating in any further in- 
terscholastic activity. 

Luverne assistant coach Chip 
Harris was reprimanded for his ac- 
tions following the game. He re- 
portedly left the pressbox and went 
to the area of the endzone, where 
he made derogatory remarks di- 
rected toward the game officials, 
and had to be physically restrained. 

According to Mitchell, any fur- 
ther acts of unsportsmanlike con- 
duct by anyone associated with Lu- 
verne High School could lead to 
additional action taken against the 
school. 

The incident occurred late in the 
Elba-Luverne football game on 
Oct.20, 1995, when Elba drove 86 
yards and scored the winning 
touchdown with only 18-seconds 
left in the game. After the ensuing 
two-point conversion, Jones ap- 
proached game official Mike Wash- 
ington, a member of the Central Al- 
abama Football Official's 
Association, and swung at the 10- 


year veteran, but missed, Washing- 
ton then grabbed Jones and held 
him to the ground until Luverne 
coaches arrived and removed the 
player from the field. 

“T don’t think an official can 
ever provoke being attacked,” 
Washington stated in an interview 
with The Montgomery Advertiser. 
“T think it was a bunch of kids out 
of control. I’ve had bad calls 
against me when I played, but I’ve 
never been that outraged to attack 
an official.” 

Washington is a former football 
player at the University of Alabama 
and played professionally with the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers, and has 
been a football official since 1984. 
He is now employed with the Mont- 
gomery Department of Parks and 
Recreation. 

“I’m going to retire after this 
year,” added Washington. “I’ve had 
my share of it. I’m going to finish 
the year out in football. After Fri- 
day night, I’ve never seen anything 
like it and I don’t want to see it 
again.” 

“It was an unfortunate thing,” 
Luverne coach Butch Norman stat- 
ed in the interview, “but the high

tendent Clayton Bryant presented the 
board with iwo bids on making the 
necessary repairs to the building’s 
roof, 

Marty Robbins Roofing Company 
submitted a bid of $25,850.00 and 
Tri-State Roofing & Remodeling’s 
bid was for $30,000.00. Bids were 
based on repair specifications pre- 
eit by the architectural firm hired 

y the board, Holmes & Green, Inc. 
of Dothan, AL. 

Both companies, which are locat- 
ed in Dothan, AL, stated that they 
could begin repairs the first week in 
December and that the work should 
take approximately a week to com- 
plete. 

Bryant recommended that the 
board take the low bid on the repairs. 
A motion was made and seconded to 
that effect. 


During the discussion period of 1 


the motion, several of the board 
members voiced their concern on re- 
placing the “flat roof” on the build- 
ing. They stated that they preferred 
to see the damaged roof replaced 
with a “pitched roof.” 

It was noted by other board mem- 
bers that this could cause the repair 
work to be delayed if the roof design 
is changed from its original status, 

They also voiced concern that the 
delay could increase the possibility 
of further damage by rains and also 
hinder teachers in their performance 
and students in their classwork. 

A vote to accept the low bid 
failed to pass. A motion was made to 
table the matter until the superinten- 
dent could get an estimate on putting 
a pitch roof on the building. He was 
also to check on the time frame in 
which the repairs could be made 


should the board approve the pitch 
roof, 

The motion to table failed on the 
first vote but after further discussion 
it passed. A special meeting will 
probably be called as soon as the su- 
perintendent has the information. 

In another disaster related repair, 
the board gave the go ahead on mak- 
ing the necessary repairs to the gym 
in Kinston. It had damage eaused by 
Hurricane Opal to a sizable portion 
of the roof (32 x 60 feet). 

Supt. Bryant informed board 
members that county schools missed 
only one student day due to the hur- 
ricane. He also noted that a 1/2 day 
of teacher’s in-service was lost. 

Bryant proposed that the student 
day be made up on Monday, Decem- 
ber 18 and that the teacher’s 1/2 day 
Heenan be made up on February 


He noted that the original school 
calendar called for classes be dis- 
missed on Friday, December 15, for 
Christmas holidays. 

Bryant further noted that Febru- 
ary 16 was already scheduled to be a 
1/2 day in-service day for teachers. 
With this recommendation, it would 
simply become a whole day of in- 
service, 

After about thirty minutes of dis- 
cussion, the board voted to approve 
Bryant’s recommendation on the 
make up days. 

Other matters of business acted 
on by the board consisted of the fol- 
lowing:

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Work Release Center Leaving? 


For purely personal reasons, we would 
like nothing better than telling a couple of 
employees at the Alabama Board of Correc- 
tions to ... well whatever ugly thing crosses 
your mind and have considered doing just 
that. Sometimes after people get a big salary 
and a title, they sit around convincing them- 
selves of their own importance, We detest 
this attitude. However, it is a personal gripe 
and we will not let our scorn for the actions 
of a few state employees in Montgomery 
muddy our better judgement. 

The Elba Work Release Center has a good 
bunch of hard working employees and the 
center is an active and positive player in the 
local economy. A number of families depend 
on the center for all their daily bread, A num- 
ber of local citizens have come to depend on 
the inmates for extra help on weekends or for 
“day work.” They also do a lot of community 
service work free. Many retail businesses 
profit from selling to the center and to a less- 
er degree, the inmates. Family members vis- 
iting inmates spend money locally ... every- 
one must eat, Many gallons of gasoline are 
purchased locally for the four vans which 
transport inmates to and from jobs in sur- 
rounding communities. The vans also receive 
necessary mechanical service from local me- 
chanics. Thousands of dollars pour into the 
coffers of the Elba utility department from 
the center. 

From the viewpoint of a taxpayer, a cer- 
lain percentage of every dollar earned by in- 
mates goes to pay the cost of housing them 

.. and they are housed in work release cen-

ters for much less than a lock-down prison. 
All-in-all, almost a million dollars of state 
monies are spent right here in Elba. 

A move to add inmates to the facility 
would increase this steady flow of recession 
proof money, But alas, we are told that the 
whole thing is on hold because of “local po- 
litical considerations.’ That means Elba City 
Hall complained! We heard all that, but kept 
quite hoping it would go away. It didn’t. In 
fact the news got publicized to the world 
through other media sources. 

The move to add inmates was because of 
overcrowding in the state prisons and a cry- 
ing need for workers at several area in- 
dustries, These inmates aren’t to replace oth- 
er workers, because ads in several area 
edad have been begging  un- 
successfully for more employees for months 
and months, They are people to fill these 
jobs and hopefully keep the industries locat- 
ed in our area, 

We were told weeks ago that if local polit- 
ical opposition was stopped, plans were to 
put 51 inmates in temporary housing until 
permanent building facilities could be pre- 
pared ... more money to the local economy. 
Otherwise the whole thing might move. 

Gosh, Elba sure can’t afford to lose a sin- 
gle job. Already there is talk of us loosing 
the Army Reserve Center due to downsizing. 
Our efforts should be spent on trying to save 
these jobs, rather than thumping our chest 
because we ran off some others. 

What is the justification for the opposi- 
tion? “They gonna get us;” “It strains the lo- 


cal police;” “It brings i undesirables, fol- 
lowing the inmates;” “You don't have room 
for them.” The list goes on and on but has lit- 
tle foundation. Actually, we have a report of 
one of the followers of a avork release inmate 
plunking down cast to buy property locally, 
because she wanted to be near her husband 
that ain’t undesirable low lifers, but 
American tradition at it’s best. 
Opportunity 

Now that the news is out about the local 
opposition, other communities are already 
saying, “Hey, let’s contact Montgomery and 
get those dollars in our town.” This ain’t 
speculation, it is fact! 

We witnessed this first hand in Florida 
several years ago. A few people with tunnel 
vision stopped a federal prison because of 
the same things we are hearing in Elba. The 
facility is now in Marianna, Florida. The ad- 
verse reaction spilled over and cost the com- 
munity the chance at a state prison. They 
now have approval for a state work release 
location and promises of a state prison ... all 
on that very land selected for the first prison 
years ago. 

The reason for the change of heart? They 
saw their friends in neighboring towns and 
their own children getting good jobs, but 
having to travel a long way to work, or 
move, It has taken some on-the-knees beg- 
ging by area officials to overcome the pre- 
vious actions, but they are winning. Why 
should Elba give up what we already have, 
just to learn an economic lesson or satisfy a 
personal conflict?

_ A. L. Ellis of Tarpon Springs, 
Florida, a veteran banker of Ala- 
bama and Florida, died Sunday, Oc- 
tober 29, 1995, He was 89 years old.

Steeples, Steeples, Steeples! There was a time when they marked the sky- 
line of almost every city and community. The days of multi-story buildings 
and other large protrusions from the soil have just about taken over the time 
when the church spire marked the central location of our cities large and 


small. 


It’s rather ironic when you think about it, because in many ways modern so- 
ciety has obscured the world’s view of the church. We don’t honor Sundays 
like we once did. Organizations think nothing of planning special events on 
top of Wednesday evening church activities or even Sunday mormings. The 
modern church feels the choke of society as it crowds and challenges and 
even chastises the family of God. Steeples don’t stand quite as tall as they 


once did. 


So what of it....has the church become irrelevant in the almost - 21st cen- 
tury? Has “surfing the ‘Net” taken the place of seeking the Lord? Are we to 
take our place with other well-spent relics who have served their time and 
now adorn our shelves and attract our curiosity? Is there a place in the fast 
approaching millennium of the 2000's for the church of the living Lord? 


The analogy is a disturbing one. And, if you are cynical enough to follow 
the previous line of questioning, the rational conclusion is not encouraging. 
Certainly there are many, many trends that support this bleak outlook on the 
future of the church as a major “player” in the society of the future, But 
let's take a look below the surface, down where the skyline meets terra fir- 
ma, down where God’s creatures live, What is going on at ground zero? 


People are hungry. Some hunger for physical sustenance, yes. But even 
more, people are hungry for quietness, hungry for solace and comfort, hun- 
gry for reasons to go on with life beyond meeting deadlines and the daily 
grind. Some try to find it in more recreation. Others are seeking career 
changes or volunteer activities in which to find fulfillment, Yet others are 
seeking their peace in more destructive ways through drug and alcohol 
abuse. People are secking...and we, the church, may not be as obvious as 
we once were, but we are all the more relevant. We are all the more vital. 
And, if we are true to our commission, we can be all the more an important 


influence in the society of tomorrow. 


«not by throwing around our weight, 


but gently offering a hand of love to a people in desperate need of a steady 


guide. 


No, our steeples may never again rise to the peak of the skyline, but the 
open doors of mission and ministry can draw people to our haven of rest 
like never before if we recommit ourselves to the ministry of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ who won them one by one by one!

ELBA MAKES IT LOOK EASY WITH WIN OVER ANDALUSIA 


The Elba Tigers were expecting a tough game Friday night against the 
5A Andalusia Bulldogs, especially since the Bulldogs had won three 
games this season and would be fired up about hosting the Tigers for 
homecoming, Those expectations proved to be unfounded; however, as 
Elba jumped out to a big 32-0 halftime lead and then tumed things over to 
the reserves as the Tigers claimed their sixth straight win and improved 
their record to 7-2 

Elba jumped out to a quick 14-0 lead as the Tigers turned two early 
tumovers into touchdowns, and in the second quarter the Tigers rolled up

Dear Editor: 


I have been an avid reader of The 
Elba Clipper since I was a young 
boy growing up in Elba, and I still 
enjoy reading The Clipper weekly. 
This letter is to commend Mr, Ferrin 
Cox and staff on a job well done, 
Also, this letter is a response to part 
of a letter written to the editor by 
Jane Johnson, New Brockton, Ala- 
bama, and printed in your October 
26, 1995 edition of The Elba Clip- 
per. Ms. Johnson stated in her article 
that ‘As for Elba being the ‘county 
seat’, it Originated in Clintonville 
and New Brockton, then was moved 
to Elba and then split into two by 
crony politics,” according to her re- 
search, I researched a little on my 
own, part of which took place during 
the 1965-66 school year when I 
wrote my English term paper for 
Mrs. Catherine Spurlin’s English 
class on “The History of My Town, 
Elba.” 

Coffee County was created by the 
legislature on December 29, 1841, 
The first commissioners were direct- 
ed to select a point as near the center 
of the county as possible for the lo- 
cation of the county seat, not to ex- 
ceed six miles from the center of the 
county. When selected, the county 
seat was to be known as Wellborn, 

The first courthouse and jail were 
completed during the year of 1845, 
but there was no exact knowledge 
that any private buildings were erect- 
ed at Wellborn. The original court- 
house was located about twelve 
miles west of Enterprise, near the 
present day location of Damascus 
Baptist Church, 

During March of 1851, fire de- 
stroyed the courthouse in Wellborn. 
Because of opposition in rebuilding 
the courthouse at Wellborn, the state 
legislature passed an act on January 
31, 1852, that directed the sheriff to 
hold an election on the first Monday 
in August 1852, to determine the 
permanent location of the court- 
house. 

The electors were authorized to 
select Elba, originally called Benton- 
ville, or Indigo Head Clintonville. 
Elba received 491 votes, Indigo 
Head received 433 votes. 

It took eleven years for the people 
of Coffee County to agree on a per- 
manent site for the county seat. The 
litle to the jail and courthouse was 
conveyed to the county on Septem- 
ber 12, 1853. The courthouse has re- 
mained on the same square in Elba 
since that time. 

Personally, I think that the court- 
house in Elba should be preserved as 
a historical site for future genera- 
tions. The courthouse withstood not 
only the great flood of 1929, but also 
the flood of 1990, and is one of the 
few remaining structures of history 
gone by.

Survey report predicts 
water shortage for 
Wiregrass area 


Southeast Alabama faces a criti- 
cal water shortage for residential and 
commercial use in the next 45 years 
if alternative water resources remain 
untapped and current-use trends con- 
tinue, said a state geologist. 

Marlon R, Cook, a geologist for 
the Geological Survey of Alabama, 
recently completed a year-long study 
for the Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers 
Watershed Management Authority. 
The watershed authority is a state 
agency that monitors water quality 
and quantity in Barbour, Bullock, 
Coffee, Covington, Crenshaw, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry, Houston, and Pike 
counties. 

Mr. Cook’s report indicates trou- 
bled waters ahead if underground 
water supplies continue to be 
stressed at current levels. 

“In 1990, most water used by 
public systems in the 10-county area 
that makes up the watershed was 
groundwater, meaning it was water 
pumped from aquifers deep in the 
earth,” Mr. Cook said. “If the deci- 
sion is made to continue over pump- 
ing of aquifers in the area, Dothan 
and Fort Rucker will encounter seri- 
ous groundwater-supply problems 
by the year 2040. Other communities 
won’t be far behind.” 

Drilling additional wells could 
postpone the problem a few more 
decades but inevitably all population 
centers eventually will exhaust their 
groundwater, Mr. Cook said. 

The answer lies in the use of sur- 
face water - rainfall, he said. Most 
cities design streets and sewer sys- 
tems to remove water runoff as 
quickly as possible to the nearest 


creek, stream or river, he said, Thar 
makes problems worse in flood- 
prone areas downstream, he said. 

Steps can be taken to control the 
water when it falls, Mr. Cook said. 
Impoundments such as ponds and 
reservoirs ranging in size from one 
to 10 acres could be built in strate- 
gic locations throughout the wa- 
tershed to hold the water, he said, 

“The impoundments have several 
benefits,” Mr, Cook said, “They 
could provide a stable source of 
public water supply for areas with 
rapidly declining groundwater lev- 
els. They provide protection for 
flood-prone communities by al- 
lowed the water to be held and re- 
leased slowly or diverted for other 
uses instead of large amounts of wa- 
ter being released within a short pe- 
riod of time, The impoundments 
provide recreational opportunities 
and increase economic development 
by establishing a stable water 
source,”

New Brockton receives $25,000,00 grant _

The New Brockton Town Council 
moved through a 26-item agenda in 
just over an hour Monday evening. 

After reviewing the conditions of 
a recently awarded $25,000.00 grant 
to the. police department, council 
members approved its acceptance. 

The grant was applied for by Len- 
wood Herron, a native of New 
Brockton who works with Southern 
Research Center, Inc. 

The company specializes in as- 
sisting towns in applying for both 
state and federal grants and other 
government funds. 

Herron explained to council 
members that the grant approved for 
New Brockton is to be used primari- 
ly to pay overtime for existing police 
officers, and not to hire new police- 
men, 

“We prepared this application as 
a courtesy to our hometown,” said 
Herron. “There will be no charge for 
our services on this application.” 

It was noted by Herron that New 
Brockton was 1 of 6 towns statewide 
that was funded in the first round of 
the COPS MORE Program. 

The funds received through the 
grant will help the town pay 75% of 
the cost of police overtime on the 
streets and in the community. 

Should the town not spend the to- 
tal amount in a 12 month period, an 
extension can be requested. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the council voted unanimously 
to accept the grant with one provi- 
sion. That provision being, that Po- 
lice Chief Charles Driggers, with the 
assistance of Herron, be responsible 
for keeping the records and filing the 
necessary documents to procure the 
funds. Both Driggers and Herron 
readily agreed to do so. 

No date was specified when funds 
would become available to the de- 
partment. 

Continuing with other matters of 


business, Chief Driggers reported 
that his department, during the past 
month, had answered 10 complaints, 
made 3 criminal arrests, investigated 
5 accidents with 2 fatalities and 1 in- 
jury, and issued 42 traffic citations.

Cellular One’s phone was priced 
at $185.00 with a $22 per month 
base rate and a .10¢ per minute air 
time charge. 

The council discussed the pros 
and cons of the proposal and voted 
to table the matter for further study. 

Wayne O’Ferrell, who operates a 
business in New Brockton, once 
again appeared before the council 
with parking and lighting complains.

Three of the cases had juries 
struck and two were scheduled for

Rep. Garreth Moore questions 
chancellor on status of ESJC

State Representative Garreth 
Moore recently released copies of 
correspondent he has had recently 
concerming the status of Enterprise 
Junior College (ESJC) and the ap- 
pointment of a president for the in- 
Stitution. 

On October 19th Moore wrote 
Dr. Fred Gainous, chancellor of the 
Department of Post Secondary Ed- 
ucation in Montgomery. 

Moore wrote of the concerns re- 
garding the rumored merging of 
ESJC with McArthur State, in Opp; 
and Lurleen Wallace Junior College 
(LBW) in Andalusia. He also noted 
in his letter that the state board now 
has been given the authority to begin 
the search for a permanent president 
at ESJC. 

Five questions were posed to 
Gainous: 

1) Is there an on going plan de- 
velopment for such a merger? 

2) If so, what is the timetable for 
itis development and_ imple- 
mentation? 

3) Will the local community, at 
some point in the process, be able to 
have input in the plan development? 

4) Is there a timetable to begin a 
president search? 

5) Ifso, when can we expect the 
search to begin? 

On October 25th Gainous re- 
sponded, He acknowledged that the 
federal courts had indeed entered an 
order which ended that portion of the 
lawsuit which was holding up the ap- 
pointment of a president at ESJC and 
several other institutions, 

Gainous wrote that filling the va- 
cancy was solely in the discretion of 
the Alabama State Board of Educa- 
tion. He also explained that by stat- 
ute (law) the Board has the authority 
to examine the status of the in- 
stitutions under it authority and de- 
termine if changes are warranted, 
His letter acknowledged he frequent- 
ly conferred with individual board 
members when a presidential va- 
cancy occurs. 

There is no timetable for filling 
the vacancy at ESJC, Trenholm 
State, Ayers State or Ingram State 
Colleges, according to Gainous. 

Moore wrote back on October 30 
encouraging Gainous and the state 
board to “seriously consider al- 


lowing the process (naming a pres- 
ident at ESJC) to move forward.” 

He noted there were several ques- 
tions not addressed in Gainous’ re- 
sponse of October 25th. Moore spe- 
cifically pointed out the continuing 
rumor of the merger between the 
three institutions of higher learning.

courtrooms in the Elba Courthouse, 
while the third was set to begin 
Wednesday. 

The first case, State of Alabama 
vs William “Bill” Walden, of Elba 
started Monday afternoon. 

Walden was charged with two of- 
fenses of sodomy in the first degree 
and two offenses of sodomy in the 
second degree. 

Testimony began Monday after- 
noon, and lasted until shortly after 
noon on Tuesday. 

The case was presented to the 
jury at approximately 2:00 p.m. Af- 
ter about 2 hours of deliberation, 
they retuned a verdict of not guilty 
in each of the offenses. 

Walden faces additional charges 
in a related case and a decision will 
be made, by the state, at a later date 
whether or not he will be tried on 
those charges. 

In the second case set for trial, 
State of Alabama vs David Luther 
Pinner, a plea bargain agreement 
was reached between the defendant 
and the state Tuesday morning, 

A jury had already been impan- 
eled and ready to begin hearing the 
case when the agreement was 
reached. 

Pinner, age 41, of Samson, AL, 
changed his plea of not guilty to 
guilty and waived his right to a trial 


by jury. ; 
In April of 1995, he had been in- 
dicted on the charge of robbery in 
the first degree in connection with 
the strong-armed robbery of Woods 
Grocery in the Ino Community. The 
incident occurred on Saturday, Janu- 
ary 21, 1995. 

Pinner, along with two other indi- 
viduals, Jennifer Lynn Gibson, 16, 
and Gregory Allen Reine, 17, both 
of Sanford, FL, entered the Woods 
Grocery, robbed Casey Woods, strik- 
ing him several times with a coke 
bottle in the process. 

The trio was later (on the same 
day as the robbery) caught, charged 
and jailed. 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley sen- 
tenced Pinner to 20 years in the state 
penitentiary, ordered to pay court 
cost, make restitution in the amount 
of $222.30 and pay $50 to the Crime 
Victims Compensation Fund. 

The plea bargain agreement was 
reached with the concurrence of the 
victim, Casey Woods. 

At press time, the third case set 
for trial, State of Alabama vs Mi- 
chelle Daugherty, had not begun. 
Daugherty is charged with theft in 
the second degree. 

The disposition of the other cases 
set for trial will be published when 
that information is made available.
